SASKATCHEWAN 
IS SCENE OF 
'SPEECjTSTRIFE 

Proiessor Cancels Talk Termed 
GoDtroverslal

Univisrslty President Denies 
Freedom of Speecli 
Prohibited 



By The Canadian University Press, 
Saskatoon, Sask., October 6. — 
President Thonison of the Uni 

versity of Saskatchewan statec 
last night tiiat at no time hac 
English Professor Dr. Carlyle 
King been prohibited from ex- 
pressing his opinions. Attackec 
for outspoken declarations on 
British foreign policy, King last 
week cancelled an address to the 
league for Peace and Democ 
racy. Said King,- "Demands for 
my dismissal .... have been so 
bothersome to President Thorn 
son that it does not seem expedi 
enfc for me to speak again in Sas 
katoon for peace and democ- 
racy." 

President Thomson said that the 
Board of Governors had taken no 
stand on the issue of King's public 
addresses. Furthermore, he insist 
ed that there was no issue at stake 
and hoped that the public would 
forget the "misunderstanding." 

Criticized Britain. 

Dr. King has achieved consider' 
able notoriety throughout the pro 
vince for his criticisms of British 
foreign policy and colonial admin- 
istratîdn! ÎDiffîng ' thlT coûrs? of aiï 
address to a public meeting in Sas 
katoon last winter he was reported 
to ' have said that the British Em 
pire was not worth fighting for. 

This drew a storm of protest from 
various branches of the Canadian 
Legion and other patriotic organiza- 
tions and individual. Among oth 
er charges was one alleging a be- 
trayal of confidence expressed in 
him by the I.O.D.E. a few years 
ago when they awarded him their 
overseas scholarship. Throughout 
the controversy the vast majority of 
his students, while not necessarily 
agreeing with his opinions, regis- 
tered their insistence that he be 
allowed to publicly express those 
opinions. 

Avowed Pacifist. 
. Many of his critics do not know 
that he is an avowed pacifist. He 
is chairman of the Saskatoon branch 
of the Fellowship of Reconciliation, 
an international pacifist society. 

Last week he spoke to the Kins- 
men Club in Saskatoon, outlining 
what he considered true patriotism 
should moan. It involved a criti- 
cal analysis of British diplomacy. 
(Dr. King is not .- nong those who 
think Chamberlain should have re- 
sisted Hitler to the point of war.) 
From that speech criticism arose 
again and "demands for his dis- 
missal" became so pcwerful that 
he felt he could speak again only 
at the risk of losing his job or put- 
ting President Thomson of the Uni- 
versity in an embarrassing predica- 
ment. He preferred neither alter- 
native, so . he refused to speak at 
the meeting sponsored by the League 
for Peace and Democracy. 

King's Statement.

GIYE AID TO CLUBS 



Will Supply Information and 
Arrange Times for 
Events 



'A close study of events on the 
McGill campus is to be undertaken 
in the next few weeks," Bill John- 
ston, chairman of the Social Acti- 
vities Committee, announced last 
night. This committee was set up 
as a "sub-committee of the Coun- 
cil last spring. One of its main 
duties is the co-ordination and rati- 
fication of dates and times of social 
events and of regular meetings of 
official University clubs. 

The registration of all annual 
events and miscellaneous activities, 
Johnston pointed out, should pro- 
vide ample time to adjust or pre- 
vent any conflictions. In this 
manner it' is hoped to prevent the 
congestio nof social functions so 
that no one month will contain all 
the major events of the year . The 
conmiittee is to help negotiate for 
ball' rooms, orchestras and halls 
for dances held away from the 
University buildings, and thus ob- 
tain a lower price. 

A questionnaire is now being cir- 
culated among club executives 
which, it is hoped, will provide in- 
formation about previous attend- 
ance figures by faculties. All In- 
formation, such as the rates charged 
by orchestras will be conveniently 
tabulated. 

Johnston stated that the com- 
mittee will act in an advisory cap- 
acity for smaller societies organiz- 
ing events about which they have 
had little, experience. The com- 
mittee plans to fill any gaps in the 
social life of the campus by sug- 
gesting random functions, such as 
Saturday night parties, skaUng 
parties and tea dances to any group 
willing to undertake the manage- 
ment.. This type of event will pro- 
vide a place for visiting teams and 
supporters to go while at McGill 
on a large enough scale to cover 
the college year. 

A joint meeting of the presidents 
of all clubs and societies on the 
campus and the Social Activities 
Committee is being planned for 
October 20th, wheh plans for the 
coming winter will be discussed.

Planning an active program for 
the sessison 1938-1039 the McGill 
Debating Union will open its season 
with the Bovcy Shield Competition 
which will be held on Monday, 
October •17,-^in -thèr afternoons -^All 
Freshmen and newcomers to thé 
University are invited to partici- 
pate. The subject will be an- 
nounced on the day of competition 
in the McGill Daily and the 
speakers may support either side 
of the proposition. Each participant 
is allowed five minutes for argu- 
ment and the order of. speaking 
will be determined by lot. The 
trophy lor the competition was 
donated by Colonel Wilfred Bovey, 
for many years honorary president 
of the Debating Union, to encour- 
age public speaking at the Univer- 
sity. 

Another feature of the Debating 
Union program will be the Aus- 
tralian Debate, to . be held on 
November 18. The speakers from 
abroad will be H. R. W. Robson, 
a graduate in Law of Sydney Uni- 
versity in New South Wales, and 
F. F.' Thonemann who is at pre- 
sent a student In Law at Melbourne 
University, Victoria. The Austra- 
lians arrived at Vancouver, British 
Columbia on September 3, and are 
on their way across Canada, debat- 
ing at all Canada's leading univer- 
sities. They will spend five days 
in Montreal, from November 16 to 
November 20 and will be put up 
at Douglas Hall. The speakers for 
the McGill Team have not yet 
been chosen. 

This year the executive ol the 
Debating Union is contemplahng 
rejoining the Montreal Debating 
League so that It may have a chance 
to compete with some of the other 
debating clubs of this city. The 
Union was formerly a member of 
this League with a commendable 
record, but has dropped out of com- 
petition in the last few years. 

Practice Speaking. 

Practice nights will also be re- 
sumed for the benefit of speakers 
who feel the need of criticism. 
There will be no audience at these 
trials, except a .competent judge, 
who will offer consiructlve points 
to the speakers, , and it is hoped that 
all Freshmen with. a thought to de- 
bating in the future will seize this 
opportunity to better .themselves. 

There will, of course, be the usual 
debate with Toronto;, and Varstiyin 
turn will send delegates to McGill. 
It Is hoped that further exchanges 
with universities such as Queen's 
and Western can be arranged later 
on in the season.

"IMAGES IN A MIRROR" by Sigrid Undset; 
Alfred A. Knopf; 229 pages. 

"Images in a Mirror" is a boolt that could 
have been written only by a woman. It gives 
one a 'penetrating analysis ot a woman's emo- 
tions, when, hearing middle age, she feels im- 
pelled to reach out for something -more excit- 
ing, more stimulating, than ordinary h^me ex- 
istence. The drudgery of bringing up a family 
on an insufficient income is movingly described 
in the early part of the book. You are made, to 
feel with Uni, the central character, the frus- 
tration that continual attention to small de- 
tails can bring. Raising a family of four is no 
easy job, from the woman's point of view,— 
and the woman's point of view includes darn- 
ing,, washing, cooking, soothing small ills, etc. 

The woman's point of view, however, is 
not presented in such a way as to limit the in- 
terest of the novel for the ccneral reading 
public. The analysis of this particular crisis 
contains much distilled wisdom that , may be 
applied to similar problems In very different 
circumstances. Uni's struggle between a desire 
for "the full, sweet taste of life" and her duty 
to her husband and children, is her own. But 
when she discovers that there is a great deal 
of unsuspected egoism at the bottom of many 
of our romantic outreachings for forbidden 
fruit,— then she has the truth that is universally 
applicable. 

The story itself moves rapidly enough up 
to the point where Uni has to make her choice. 
The comments on the action are well in the 
background, but once Uni has made up her 
mind, the main action comes to an end, and the 
last part of the book is mainly moral and philo- 
sophic comment on the story. The reasons for 
the choice are presented under a variety of as- 
pects, but they are still the same reasons. One 
tires a little of the re-iterated praises of happy 
domesticity. The point of the book is, perhaps, 
too forcibly driven In. 

In a world that questions so many of the 
former accepted ideals of morality and honour, 
Sigrid Undset firmly asserts the sanctity of 
marriage, and the necessity of the marriage tie 
being a binding one. "There are feelings which 
no longer possess any value if one has shared 
them with more than a single person in the 
world," she writes; and two of her characters 
testify to the truth of the statement. 

The environment and the characters in the 
book ring true. Uni is, of course, more subtly 
and completely delineated than the others. 
Kristian, her husband, is convincing as are her 
children, and her numerous aunts and friends. 
Vegand, the second man in the case, is some- 
what shadowy. He serves more or less as a 
peg on which to hang Vera's problem. These 
are middle class people who prove that the 
straight and narrow path is stUl spiritually and 
practically the best for the majority of human 
beings.— J.S.

SAVAGE SYMPHONY by Eva Lips; Random 
House; 335 pages. 

Belyhig a title which is suggestive of dark- 
est Africa, "Savage Symphony" is as modern 
a book as can be found anywhere In this world. 
"Savage Symphony" is as necessary a docu- 
ment for the understanding of the mental pro- 
cesses and the intimate workings of the New 
Germany as is "Mein Kampf" for the compre- 
hension of the blatant political pronouncements 
of Adolf Hitler. In Mrs. Lips' own words the 
book is a "personal record of the Third Reich." 

Primarily intended to acquaint the world 
with the very subjective reactions of the Ger- 
man intellectual to the regimentation of the 
German mind, "Savage Symphony" begins as 
the simple record ot the lives of two people. 
Professor Julius Lips and his wife Eva. Pro- 
fessor Lips, one of Europe's outstanding anthro- 
pologists, is a pure-bred Aryan. So is Mrs. Lips. 
Their adventures with the brown and black- 
shirted minions of Herr Hitler read like a talc 
out of the Arabian Nights. Because their op- 
position to the prostitution of their knowledge 
in the cause of Naziism was stronger than their 
economic sense of necessity, these two human 
beings were persecuted and hounde^ out of Ger- 
many. In the comparative security of a New 
York apartment, Mrs. Lips had decided to set 
down the record of those persecutions, giving 
us "Savage Symphony"— a well-balanced, well- 
written, and authoritative little book. 

In the course of the story which Mrs. Lips 
unfolds, the reader realizes very gradually that 
the mass hysteria which had gripped Germany 
since the advent of Hitler is not as genuine 
as the press reports it to be. One cannot but 
realize that the men who are at the top do a 
good job of grinding their axes (both political 
and social) at the expense of the country's in- 
tellect. It becomes more and more eyident that 
fear of dènunciation governs all the actions of 
the German people, Rather than continue as 
a simple autobiographical narrative, the book 
becomes a scathing dènunciation of the vacil- 
lating German intellectual class, Mrs. Lips 
shows herself to have penetrated the crust of 
"Hell Hltlerism" and èxposes the naked fear 
which clutches at the puny minds of those who 
were at one time the aristocracy of the German 
academic and social world. Instead of accusing 
the staunch adherents of Herr Hitler, Mrs. Lips 
points a finger of subtle scorn at those men and 
women who have betrayed their ideals lest 
they be routed out of their comfortable little 
positions 'by the emissaries of the Gestapo. 

In the course of the narrative we are "al- 
lowed a giimpse into the working of the au- 



thoritarian state with its stratification of posi- 
tions, Its hypocrisies, and, above all, its unmiti- 
gated ruthlessness. We see before us a picture 

\ of a Germany which has been bereft of all its 
intellectual heritage in order to make room for 
the "Blood and Soil" doctrmes of a fanatical 
political upstart — L.N.P.-

Cosmopolitana

Now that the tumult and shouting 
have died down, the hysteria and 
panic which gripped the world dur 
ing the last two weeks has subsid- 
ed, it is possible to gaze at that 
spectacle more calmly and dispas 
sionately. 

Not a very edifying spectacle at 
that It wasn't pleasant to see the 
shrieking headlines in the news- 
papers proclaiming the approach of 
war, and to hear the staccatto but 
letins from all parts of the world 
coming over the radio. We must 
confess that the thought of being 
put into unifonh/ and sent into the 
trenches at short, notice scared us. 
And to top it all, it was a week 
before the game with Varsity. 

Now, the war-clouds are dispers- 
ing. But who knows for how long? 
In the last few weeks it was ex- 
tremely diflicult to know jiist ex- 
actly what was happening. The 
papers told us on one day "War 
Imminent," The next day it was 
"Peace Prospects Brighter." Finally, 
we are told that the beautiful lady 
with the white wings and the olive 
branch has triumphed. 

IS PEACE ASSURED? 

In other words, Peace is assured 
in our time, as Mr. Chamberlain 
puts it But is Peace really assured 
in our time? . There are fnany con- 
flicting opinions on this point, and 
news is reachhig us now which 
tends to cast further doubts on this 
optimism. 

In the first place, after surren- 
dering to the four-power plan for 
cession of the Sudeten region to 
Germany, and to Poland, the Czech 
Government is now faced with a 
demand from Hungary for cession 
of what may eventually amount to 
the entire eastern half of the coun- 
try, Including the .provinces of Slo- 
vakia and Ruthenia. Here are the 
makings of a new crisis. 

OPPOSITION IN, BRITAIN. 

Even more important, there are 
indications that opposition is grow- 
ing in Britain and France to the 
policies of Chamberlain and Dala- 
dier. The resignation of Alfred 
DulT-Cooper, First Lord of the Ad 
miralty, on account of what he calls 
"distrust of the Government's for^ 
eign policy," cannot be lightly dis' 
missed. The opposition of members 
of the Conservative party, led by 
Winston Churchill, Anthony Eden, 
and others, joined to the "regular" 
opposition of the Labour and Lib- 
eral parties may drastically shorten 
the life of Mr. Chamberlain's Gov- 
ernment. 

Reports from France also indicate 
that Premier Daladier will face 
stern criticism in the Chamber of 
Deputies today, as well as from 
other quarters in the country. Per- 
tinax, the well-known French com- 
mentator, insists that France's 
security is more precarious than 
ever before. For the breaking up 
of Czechoslovakia means the end of 
the Little Entente in Central Europe 
as a force to stave off the German 
advance there. Consequently 
France's rampart against Germany 
in Central Europe is weakened to 
the point of breakdown. 

35 DIVISIONS— GONE. 

Pertinax quotes a prominent 
French official who remarked that 
the French army had lost this week 
thirty-flve divisions, referring to 
the Czech army, and fortifications. 
There can be no doubt that the Lit- 
tie Entente, and particularly Czecho- 
Slovakia, played an important role 
in the whole elaboralie system of 
French security against Germany. 
Aside from the Anglo-French alli- 
ance, France is menaced with vir- 
tual isolation in Europe, as far as 
effective military aid is concerned. 

Hitler assured the world last 
week that the Sudeten region re- 
presented his final territorial ambi- 
tions in Europe, We don't want to 
doubt Hitler's word. But this state- 
ment should be compared with pre- 
vious ones, in' which he guaranteed 
the independence of Austria- and 
Czechoslov^cU^llllttt^y also be 
contrasted ^^wraTOS^ook "Mein 
Kampf," in which he states his 
broad and far-reaching plans for 
territorial expansion, calling for the 
return of Alsace-Lorraine, Italian 
Tyrol, Danzig, the Polish Corridor, 
annexation of the Ukraine, return 
of colonies, etc. 



more than a respite, a breathing- 
space. 

We find it impossible to believe 
that Hitler has made liis final 
territorial demand. Indeed, he 
would be a fool to stop now, after 
getting all he desired by merely 
rattling the sabre in the faces of 
a few British and French diplomats. 
WHY STOP NOW? 

It must not be forgotten that 
since 1033, Hitler has carried out 
faithfully the plan in "Mein 
Kampf," which goes far beyond his 
present gains. If we are to be- 
lieve frequent reports, the econo- 
mic and industrial situation in 
Germany is not particularly good, 
with armaments using up the major 
forces of the country. While the 
great wealth of the Sudeten region 
will help Germany, it is doubtful 
whether even that will suffice. 
After all, Germany ran through 
Austria's wealth quite quickly. 

All this may sound like the out- 
pourings of a chronic pessimist. We 
fervently hope the coming weeks 
prove we are wrong.

VOCATIONAL TESTS. 
Seventy per cent of the world's 
talent goes undeveloped at the pre- 
sent time, according to H. G. Wells, 
noted author and historian. In a 
recent book. Although this is a 
subjective estimate, psychologists, 
whether influenced by this opmion 
or not, have given additional em- 
phasis upon studies to arrange 
psychology tests that will enable 
students with certain sets of abil- 
ities to secure their proper occu- 
pations. 

Eminent authorities say that 
further studies' in psychology will 
be developed to the extent that the 
future will see such tests regulating 
who shall be educated, who will be 
admitted to citizenship, and who 
will be eligible for public office. 
According to Floyd L. Ruch, asso- 
ciate professor at the University of 
Southern California, psychology 
tests can even be profitably em- 
ployed In deciding whom to marry. 

Syracuse university also has 
made considerable progress in the 
field of selecting students- for the 
right field of work. A psycho- 
educational service conducted by 
Dr. H. W. Hepner is at the service 
of any student recommended by 
the vocational director of the 
women. Miss Mary Gllmore, or by 
the council' on men's affairs.

"Statement Vnfounded"— Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg, October 6.— (C.U.P.)— 
Professors and leading students of 
the University of Manitoba were 
inclined to think that the presence 
of the occasional Communist helped 
to amuse and enliven courses, but 
denied the assertions of a Michigan 
broker that Communism was rife 
on the Fort Gary campus.

The 
student body is of the average poli' 
tical temper. The public merely 
assumes that a vociferous minority 
speaks for the whole university. 
The fact that radicals are no 
menace indicates a healthy condi- 
tion."

BULBS FROM SUNNY 
CAPE FOR WINTER 



South African Cowslips of 
Many Hues Are 
Recommended' 



In common practice on the aver 
age Canadian farm, late September 
or the month of October is the 
time the new crop of pullets is 
housed in preparation for their 
first year's production, states B. F. 
Tinney, Assistant to Superintendent 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Gharlottetown. 

Before the birds are taken off 
range, • however, it is necessary, in 
the interest of the comfort and 
general health of the birds, as well 
as the convenience of the operator, 
to give the poultry permises a thor- 
ough and systematic overhauling. 

A start should be made with the 
elimination of all older stock that 
isinot to be carried over the winter. 
If the farmer depends on the pur- 
chase of the day-old chicks for 
flock renewal, this may possibly 
mean the disposal of all stock in 
the plant. If breeders are to be 
retained, they should be separated 
from the laying stock if sufficient 
space is available. 

Having removed surplus stock, at- 
tention should be centred on the 
premises. If portable panel icn.'- 
ing is used, the hurdles may be 
re.Tioved and stored for the winter. 
Runways may be limed and plough- 
ed. If convenient remove all loose 
fittings such as nests, roosts, drop 
boards, from the house and expose 
them to the bright sun for several 
days. They should first of course, 
be cleaned of all dust and litter. 
Scrape and sweep floors, and sweep 
walls and ' ceilings. After cleaning 
is completed, apply a good lime 
wash to every part of the interior 
of the house. Disinfectants may be 
added to the wash, if considered 
advisable. 

Incidentally, a spray pump is the 
most satisfactory method of white- 
washine as it is then possible to 
drive the material into all cracks 
or seams. Apply a thorough cuat 
of white wash to the fittings, nests, 
roosts, etc., before they are returned 
to place. 

Stop any drafts, such as open 
seams, knot holes, etc., and replace 
broken window glass and any torn 
cotton in the ventilating sashes. 

Put m a good supply of fresh, 
clean litter, and your house is ready 
for the birds whenever they arc- 
brought in from range.

Keen interest has of late devel- 
oped in the group of plants known 
as South Africans, writes Sarah V. 
Coombs in the New York Times. 
Exhibits at flower shows and 
private collections have attracted 
much enthusiastic attention. Among 
this group are some excellent win- 
ter-blooming bulbs— and fortunately 
the amateur will encounter little 
trouble in growing them. As with 
most other winter-flowering bulbs, 
however, it is essential to get an 
early start. 

Those who are planning to try 
indoors the South African lachen 
alias (also known as wild hy 
acinths or Cape cowslips) should 
take action now. They are among 
the most interesting of the "Cape 
Bulbs"— as the species from the 
regions near the Cape of Good Hope 
are called— and by planting early 
some kinds may be had in bloom 
by Christmas, or a bit later. The 
variety known as Lachenalia (pro- 
nounced Lackenalia) pendula su- 
perba. which is a combination of 
greenish-yellow, red and red-purple, 
is one of the earliest and best L. 
tricolor— called the Klip Kalossie in 
South Africa— is yellow, green and 
purplish-red, and its varieties quad- 
ricolor and aurea, a bright orange- 
yellow, are also vew satisfactory. 

There are two general types, one 
with drooping tubular flowers and 
the other with flowers which are 
more upright and generally smaller. 
The tubular kinds as /a rule bloom 
earlier and are handsomer than the 
others. The smaller ones are sniffed 
at a little by growers, but some find 
a certain charm in them, with their 
more upright flowers, the fuzzy 
look often given by their prominent 
stamens, and Ihcir colors— some- 
times exquisite, as in the blue form 
of L. glaucina. Still it must be ad- 
mitted that the tubular ones are 
more showy and desirable, and 
their variety of color and attractive 
shape will place them in the ranks 
of our most popular Winter house 
bulbs. Among the good varieties 
are Red Cap. Tibet Goldfinch, 
Rose Mary, Monte Carlo. The 
variety known as L. boundi is al- 
most identical with L. pendula su- 
perba. New hybrids are brought 
out each year. There is one long- 
tubed deep crimson one, very beau- 
tiful, as yet unnamed. 

Wild hyacinths should be planted 
rather closely in the pots in Sep- 
tember, or even In August if they 
can be had. They like a soil com- 
posed of turfy loam, leafmold, sand 
and a little dried cow manure. They 
need good drainage, but are not 
very particular about soil, growing 
in any good garden soil. They do 
well in hanging baskets, their 
drooping foliage making an attrac- 
tive effect. 

If the bulbs have been held over 
from the previous year, they may 
be left in the same pot, with some 
good soil added. But most experts 
recommend taking them out after 
they have bloomed and have had a 
thorough drying, and storing them 
in paper bags or wire baskets till 
planting time. 

It is important to keep lachen- 
allas cool. After planting, they may 
be set in a cold frame or other cool 
spot free from frost When the 
temperature falls pretty low, they 
may be brought indoors for flower- 
ing, but they should be kept as cool 
as possible. They may be forced 
but are better if allowed to grow 
along naturally. Forcing is likely 
to make the stems longer and 
weaker. 

As they approach the blooming 
period they need light and air and 
plenty of water. Manure water im- 
proves the color. After blooming, 
they are kept growing awhile to 
give the bulb a chance to ripen, 
then water is withheld gradually as 
the leaves turn yellow and the bulb 
is allowed a thorough drying. It 
would get such a drying in South 
Africa where, after the rahis, there 
is a long dry period when the bulbs 
become dormant starting into life 
when the rains again begin. Com- 
ing from such a land, with rainy 
seasons but no real winter, they do 
not need to be set in a dark cool 
place after planting, as do hya- 
cinths, tulips and narcissi. They 
are planted, watered and brought 
at once to the light and a little 
later placed in the- sunlight , , 
, The lachenalias always excite in- 
terest and would be a surprise to 
many people who have never seen 
them. Even if not in full bloom by 
Christmas, they are well started, 
and make most unusual presents. 
It seems early to be thinking of 
CSiristmas in this Summer season, 
but early planners will be glad later 
that they started these lovely bulbs.
